OUR NEW SCHOOL BUILDING. 


Americans pour out their wealth 
with lavish hands whenever their lit- 
tle enes are cencerned. There is ‘no 
other way in which they are se pro- 
fligate. Immense factories are at 
work the year areund to provide toys 
for Christmas and rrilroad trains groan 
with their burdens ef trifles weeks be- 
fore the holidays, Thechildren’s de- 
sires are met before they really know 
themselves that they have them. No 
game is too cestly, no amusement se 
expensively set as to stop boys whose 
fathers were rocked in sugar troughs 
and who went te church in home made 
woolens. Ia educational matters the 
outlay every year is almest incredi- 
ble. Our facilities have increased 
from a log scheel-house and a Mce- 
Guffey’s spelling book to the most 
elaborate forms of study, in the state- 
liest piles of architecture: Just at 
present Reno is far behind the age in 
this matter. Her schelars are crowd- 
ed together so closely that comfort is 
impossible and the hours devoted to 
study are almost wasted. The danger 
of disease is very largely increased 
and the benefits are ia no way what 
they might be. The school 
trustees are now looking up a 
place to build a schoel-heuse worthy 
of Rene. They have several in view, 
and any of them would be a fine lo- 
lation. The plans deubtless will be 
to put up a first-class building as far 
as the money will go. One that can 
be added te without marring the 
“beauty of the whole. Such a plan 
seems very commendable in a growing 
town, where a house large cneugh 
this year might be too small within 
the next two. On the other hand,if the 
town gets te be a city, covering two 
or three square miles, the additional 
room necessary might, perhaps, be bet- 
ter located in a separate institution 
entirely, which would prevent un- 
mecessary tiavel. These questions 
will be duly censidered, and the ac- 
tien ef the trustees will no doubt 
be approved by everybedy. 


H. ©. PARKER’S REPORT. 


The first report of the fish commis- 
sioner of the state of Nevada makes 
its appearance in a very neat pamphlet 
ferm of half a dozen pages. Mr. Par- 
ker has worked with intelligence and 
enthusiasm and we can safely say that 
the state of Nevada will be the better 
nd richer for his having lived in it. 
The first attempt at introducing food 
fish from other waters was made in 
1877 by planting Washoe lake with 
Sacramento river perch and Schuylkill! 
river catfish, also taken from the Sac- 
ramente. The waters of all the rivers 
but the Carson and Truckee, and of 
all the lakes in the state, are alkaline 
or saline, and sometimes beth, and 
' the choice of fish which will thrive is 
very difficult. The catfish in Washoe 
have not reported, but two of the 
perch have been seen, and they are 
doing well in point ef growth. Since 
then the Truckee, Carson, and Hum- 
boldt rivers have been stocked with 
catfish. Three theusand “ biue’cats”’ 
were planted in a slough on the farm of 
Mr. Schulze, four miles from Carson 
city, who premised te protect them 
until they got a start. The United 
States fish commission sent twe hun- 
dred and fifty thousand Lake Michi- 
gan white fish swawn, which the rail- 
roads wasted in transporting, in their 
zealous efforts to prevent freezing. 
The commissioner will fill another 
requisition on demand. Two hun-

THE CHINMSE BILL, 


The chances are that all that the 
Wren bill would have effected will be 
brought out by other means. Nearly 
all the Eastern papersstand ready to 
fight against unlimited immigration, 
but they must be cenvinced by reas- 
onable arguments and not by calling 
ugly names or making threats. The 
Bulletin is doing good by its scholarly 
reasoning on the question. We? still 
think, however, that a vote such as 
was suggested by the GazeT1z is the 
best means ef gaining a respectful 
hearing in the East. After that is 
taken arguments will have more 
weight. The N. Y. Témes says: 


To read the California papers, one 
would suppose that this were the 
grand crisis of the republic. In the 
days of American slavery, when any 
one ebjected te measure designed to 
strengthen that peculiar institution, 
the common reply was, ‘‘Would you 
have your daughter marry a nigger?” 
This kuock-down argument has been 
closely imitated by the advocates of 
the Anti-Chinese bill. Any express- 
ion of opinion against the general pol- 
icy ef the propesed measure is met 
with the questien, ‘‘How would you 
like to have the moon-eyed lepers 
living next deor to you!” These pas- 
Siewate people forget that although 
there may be no difference ef opinion 
as to the undesirableness of having 
the Chinese for intimate neighbors, 
there may be two honestly-entertained 
opinions as to the means employed to 
prevent the evil alleged to be immin- 
ent. The so-called Chinese question 
may bea local one; but the method 
proposed forits settlement is a nat- 
ional affair. It isunfortunate for the 
people of California that the position 
taken on this question by a majority 
of their speakers and newspapers has 
been illogical. Withthe exception 
of a speech made in the constitutional 
convention at Sacramento by Gen. J. 
F. Miller, of San Francisco, the utter- 
ances of the public men of California 
bave been most intemperate and un- 
argumentative. They have addressed 
themselves almost exclusively to pic- 
turing in flaming colors the enormities 
of which the Chinese here, and at 
home, are guilty; and when this pro- 
lific theme has been exhausted, they 
have denourced the peeple cf the old- 
er states fer their “apathy ignorance.” 
The truth is that the people who live 
on this side of the Rocky mountains 
have long been waiting for their 
fellow-citizens on that side to propose 
seme jawful and practical remedy for 
the evilsse loudly deplored. Thus 
far, California legislation in this direc- 
tion has been either ineffective or 
barbarous. And the first serieus re- 
quest made of congtess, at 
their imstance, has been that a 
bill might be passed to. re- 
strict immigration by means which, te 
say the least, are of deubtful con- 
stitutionality and of undoubted in- 
expedienty. Wecan understand how, 
in a region like California, where bus- 
iness is proatrated and great indus- 
trial interests of the country languish, 
the people should be impatient ef de- 
layand should demand that some- 
thing be dene now, and at once, to de- 
liver them from what they believe to 
be one of the causes of their depress- 
ion. But they are hasty in assum- 
ing that the bill which has just failed 
was their only hope ef deliverance. 
And they are equally hasty in their 
conclusion that their discontent is 
regarded with indifference by the rest 
of their fellow countrymen.

—— 


MORE FIRE NESTS. 


Reno will soon be as well prepared | 


fer a fire as she was three weeks ago, 
It looks as if everybody was afraid the 
town government would do somethingy 
and they wanted to get as much ping 
up as possible before the steps neces- 
sary te incorporation could be comple- 
ted. All over the west side ef town 
little pine houses and stables are stuck 
up, many of them not painted, every 
one with a stovepipe sticking compla- 
cently out of the roof, and on some 
shanties two or three. The GAZETTE 
is strongly in favor of poor men hav- 
ing homes. If we had any money we 
would have one ourselves; but the 
safety of the town is more necessary 
than that the cabins between Captain 
Bragg’s lumber yard and the creek’ 
should fleurish. There is a little vil- 
lage there, destitute of trees, and with! 
ne water except in the ditch,which has 
been dry half the wiuter, where a fir 
would spread in a few minutes, and 
which, on a windy day, would cover 
the town with sparks and burping 
shingles. When the tewn is incorpo- 
rated we recommend a liberal limit en 
the west side, so that there will be no 
fire nests built up, and where chim- 
neys ought by all means to be used, 
instead of the destroying stovepipe. 
The gales of wind which sweep over 
that part of town emphasize our re- 
marks. Itis impossible to overesti- 
mate the danger from this source. On 
the second, when the fire was raging, 
the wind blew right ever this part of 
town at a rate of at least fifty mules 
an hour, and there Is pot a week in 
the year when there is not a strong 
west wind blowing. Right in the 
heart of the town there will be a per- 
fect breeding place for fires. Heaps 
ef rubbish, old rags, bones, oil cans, 
etc., enough to create spontaneous 
combustion, accumulate in alleys and 
back yards; wood-sheds, fences, water 
closets, stables, warehouses and such 
like, all built 6f the mest inflammable 
material, occupy the centre of nearly 
every block. Add to these the weeden 
buildings mixed in with the bricks, 
and the material for anether confla- 
gration will be seen to be all sufficient. 
In case they all got to going at once, 
the fireproof buildings would heat 
through, and everything go just as it 
did before. We hope the commis- 
sioners will make a rule, and allow no 
deviation frem it, which will relieve 
the citizens of some of the danger 
which keeps everybody in constant 
fear. 


THE TRUE SOLUTION. 


A Pacific coast cengressman less 
than a year ago introduceda measure 
cutting down tae representation of 
the South to the proper proportion of 
the vote. Dispatches of this morn- 
say: 

Of the 43 Democratic members of 
the senate, the Seuth furnishes 30 and 
the rest of the country 13. In dis- 
tributing the chairmanship of 2‘ regu- 
lar senate committees, the caucus com- 
mittee gives to the South 20,and 9 
tothe rest ofthe country. Se far 
as the senate is concerned, therefore, 
the South will, in the words ef Black- 
burn, “‘be charged with the shaping ef 
the legislation of the land.” In ether 
words, the neminal representatives of 
14,000,000 of people will control the 
legislation of 40,000,000 or to put the 
case more exactly, the actual represen- 
tatives of a population of decidedly 
less than 10,000,000 of Southern 
whites—the 4,500,000 of blacks in the 
South not being represented in the 
majority ef the senate at all—will] 
shape for some years to come the law- 
making of the people ef the United 
States. Politica] theorists are much 
addicted to talk about “the brute 
force ofa majority.” Would it not be 
well to have some exhaustive discus- 


| sion of the not entirely new pheneme- 


non of ‘‘the brute force ofa minority?” 

With the north filling up and the 
South standing still or retrogading~ in 
numbers, this is manifestly an unfair 
division of power and one that can- 
not last.

A PROPOSITION TO STOCK OUR 
STREAMS. 


Hon. B. B. Redding, Fish Commis- 

sioner, has written to Judge Parker 
frequently vf late in regard to the 
preservatien and protection of the 
native fish of this section. He de- 
sires to call the attention of all citi- 
zens to the matter that will take an 
interest, and where fish ladders are 
necessary from dams erec‘ed, will fur- 
nish the plans adopted for their struc- 
ture, as the law requires all persons 
having dams constructed, to place 
fish ladders to afford the fish free tran- 
sit. We make some extracts from the 
letter in regard to the stocking of our 
streams and Jakes with other varieties 
of fish not found here: 

‘‘Tcan send you young catfish, a 
year old now, in any reasonable quan- 
tity, a thousand or two, for distribu- 
tion in Pitt river or in appropriate 
lakes, at any time. I can send them 
by express to Reading if you know of 
a person there who will change the 
water and convey them from that point 
to where you desire to have them 
placed. I sent some to Shasta county 
last year to be put into lakes there 
near Lassen Buttes, but I never heard 
whether they were received and I am 
not aware that tlie cans have been. re- 
turned. If there are any lakes in 
your section we could send you some 
tandlock salmon in five or six wecks, 
the eggs of which we expect from 
Maine, but they would require some 
one to attend them frem here on the 
train. I could readily send them to 
Readiny if you could have some per- 
son take them from that point and 
place them in the lakes. We succeed- 
ed in sending Lake Michigan white- 
fish to Rene, and from there to Eagle 
lake, Lassen county, where they will 
probably do well. If you or other 
persons Will take an interest in this 
matter, and keep me advised of any 
new connections, or how fish could be 
best transported to your section of the 
country, I shall be glad to stock your 
lakes, streams and ponds with such 
fish as are appropriate to thein.

A Bank of Sulphur on Fire. 


[Silver State, March 24.] 

Charicy Wright arrived here from 
the Rabbit Hele Sulphur mines last 
Saturday. He says that while work- 
ing assessments, some twe weeks ago, 
on a sulphur bank in what’ is known 
as ‘*Devil’s Corral,’ the sulphur 
caught fire from a blast and has been 
burning steadily ever since that time. 
The burning bank is about two hun- 
dred feet high, and is composed of 
sulphur and earthy matter resembling 
ashes in about equal proportions. The 
whole face of the bank is on fire, and 
at night makes a grand and thrilling 
spectacle, which is almost worth a 
visit to the sulphur mines to behold, 
The sulphur does not run off in a 
molten stream as it did when a drift 
in pure sulphur in the McWorthy 
mine caught fire some two months 
ago, as the dry ashy dirt with which 
it is mixed absorbs it, but the bank 
fram base to summit is at timesasheet 
of flames, and the whole mountain 
appears like » huge fire. No effort 
has been made tu suppress the fire, as 
the sulphur in the bank contains too 
much dirt and ashes to be valuable.

The 
weunded man was taken to his room, 
and Dr. Bergman called in, who pro- 
pounced the wound net dangerous, 
Kelly was 
cut in the left side, and the wound 
was inflicted by a small, two-edged 
daggar. 

Williams was arrested a few wmo- 
ments after the affray, but was released 
on bail in a short time Opinions dif- 
fer as to who was the aggresser in the 
matter; therefore beyond giving the 
facts as the reporter heard them the 
GazeTre has nothing te say. 


MR. WILLIAMS, 
is represented as a mild, in- 
offensive man, was _ interviewed 
by a GAzerrTe reporter, and gave the 
following statement of the difficulty. 
He said: I asked the waiter (Kelly) for 


some eggs at breakfast. Kelly told 
him they had none. Almost immedi- 
ately afterward saw eggs brought on 
the table for other men. Again I 
asked Kelly if he had any eggs, and 
received the reply “We have; we 
have not.” Ithen told Kelly I be- 
lieved that he lied. He thereupon 
called me all sorts of abusive names, 
I told him to wait until I got threugh 
breakfast and I would see _ him. 
When [I got through eating I 
went up-stairs to wake up 
my brother. Coming down again, | 
called him eut and teld him I would 
settle with him. He came out pick- 
ing up some cups as he came and 
when in reach of me I stabbed him.” 

Mr. Williams further stated that he 
had no intention, or desire to kill him, 
as he could easily have dene so if he 
had wished. The knife used, he says, 
was an ordinary pocket knife.

TheTybo Failu e. 


The checks of the Tybo Consolida- 
ted mining company, a company doe- 
ing an extensive mining and smelting 
business at Tybo, Nye ceunty, have 
been dishonored by the San Francisco 
banker of the company, Daniel Meyer. 
When the news reached Tybe that the 
company’s checks were dishonored, 


the people were at first dazed, but re- 
covering their wits, made a grand 
rush for the courts to get out attach- 
ments. After covering the company’s 
property with attachments, they be- 
gan attaching each other, and fora 
time the wildest excitement reigned; 
but it subsided at length, and an agree- 
ment was entered into between the 
superintendent of the cempany, N. §, 
Trewbridge & Co., and the employees, 
by which the mine and works were to 
be temperarily run. Matters remain 
at this stage at present, but what the 
end will be, nu one can tell. 

The failure of this company is a 
blew at the prosperity of Nye county, 
and is peculiarly distressing te the 
peeple of Tybo, whose occupatien and 
prosperity were wholly dependent 
en the company. The company em- 
ployed nearly 250 men, and produced 
about $75,000 in base buiition per 
month, The cause of the failure may 
be attributed to high taxes, the heavy 
discount of bullion, and to the lack of 
transportation facilities.

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Attention Mexicau Veteraus. 


The following bill passed the last 
cengress: 
The secretary of the treasury be, 
and he is hereby-directed, out of any 
moneys in the treasury not etherwise 
appropriated, to pay to the officers and 
soldiers eeeded in the military ser- 
vice of the United States in the war 
with Mexico, who served out their 
engagement or were honorably dis- 
,’ the three months’ extra pay 
provided fer ly the act of July 19, 18- 
48, and the limitations-contained in 
said act, in all-cases, upon the present- 
ation ef satisfactory evidence that said 
extra cempensation has not been pre- 
viously received. Provided, that the 
provisions of this act shall include also 
the officers, petty officers, seamen and 
marines of of the United States Navy, 
the revenue marine service and the 
efficers and soldiers of the United 
States Army employed in the prosecu- 
tion of said war. 

The act of July 19, 1848 referred to 
provided 

That the efficers, non-commissioned 
officers and privates engaged in the 
military service of the United States 
inthe war with Mexice, and who 
have served out the term of their en- 

agement, er have been or may be 
Coseakiy discharged; and, first to the 
widows; secend, to the children; third, 
tothe parents; and fourth, to the 
brothers and sisters of such as have 
been killed in battle, or have died in 
service, or may hereafter die without 
receiving the three months’ pay herein 
provided, shall be entitlad to receive 
three months extra pay. Provided, 
that this provieien shall only apply to 
these who have been in actual service 
during the war. 

As construed by the secretary of 
war, and the attorney general of the 
period the obere quoted act did not 
entitle any one to extra pay who re- 
inained in the regular army after the 
close of the war. Even officers who 
resigned were not entitled, because 
they were net “discharged” within the 
meaning of the law. The present at- 
torney general will give an opinion as 
to who are entitled to back pay under 
the new law.

THE SCIENTIFIC WORLD. 


Interesting Experiments and Discover- 
les From All Countries. 


Concerning the project of coustruct- 
ing a canal for the purpose of admit- 
ting the water of the ocean to form an 
interior sea in Nerthern Africa, which 
project is now attracting considerable 
attension and interest. M. Ronduire, 
in a letter of Jan 28, communicated 
these results of his examinations. 
Berings had been effected in the isth- 
mus to about thirty feet below low- 
water level, without meeting aught 
but sand and marly clay. Some lime- 
stone at ninety feet depth, atid tend- 
ing northwards, was not expected to 
hinder the work of excavation. Fresh 
water was abundant at fifteen feet 
depth—an important feature in con- 
trast with the Suez undertaking, 
where it was necessary to employ 2000 
cam*ls te bring water to the workmen, 
and te dig a lurge fresh water canal. 
The Arabs are enger for employment 
and can be hired very cheap. 


Attention bas been called te the 
dangereus character ef zinc dust, 
which seems to be imported to this 
country in considerable quantities fer 
various purposes, In its finely divid- 
ed state it quickly oxidizes, the heat 
being produced by the chemical action 
being liable to ignite the hydregen 
gas evolved, and thus cause a fire ef 
which the origin may never be sus- 
pected. A case in point is cited by 
the Insurance Record, which states that 
the steamship Lord Clyde was found 
to be en fire, the apparent cause he- 
ing the heating of some cases of this 
materia! which had been wet. 


Prot. Gray has patented a combina- 
tion of the telephone with the Morse 


instrument, enabling the telegrapher 


to communicate over the same line 
both by the Morse signals and by the 
voice. Usingthe quadruplex instru- 
ment on such a line, four messages 
can be transmttted by signals in the 
usual way, while conversation may at 
the same time be carried on over the 
same wire—all without any interfer- 
ance of the different signals er systems. 
Such are the marvels of modern tele- 
graphy. 


A great aquarium is now being 
erected near Birmingham, Eng., in 
which the novel feature of electric 
illumination will be introduced. By 
this means the nearest possible effect 
te that of the sun will be preduced, 
the light falling directly from abeve. 
The marine plants and animals . will 
appear in their natural colors as seen 
by day. An interesting question to be 
selved by such experiments as this, is 
whether the electric light has an ac- 
tivic effect similar to that of sunlight, 
and whether it will cause the decom- 
pesition of carbonic acid in the sub- 
merged vegetation. 


Attention is called to a curious ex- 
periment en the resonance of flames. 
A tuning-ferk struck upen the table 
and then held until its sound has _be- 
come isaudible, if placed in the top 
ef a Bunsen burner, the sound comes 
out again sufficiently loud to be 
heard at considerable distance. Sir 
W. Thempson, supposes the flame acts 
as a resonator owing to the differences 
in the density of the gases which it 
contains. 


The cultivation of madder in France 
having dwindled down to about one- 
eighth ef its former extent, it is pro- 
pesed to abolish the red trousers of 
the French army. Following up this 
example, it is also proposed to abolish 
the blue ceats and grey trousers ef the 
German army, as they necessitate the 
use of indigo. 


A correspendent ef the Scientific 
American claims te have made an 
electric lamp two years age in which 
he made use of precisely the same 
principle as that embodied in Edison’s 
regulator. He did net patentthe de- 
vice as he found the platinum lamp 
much less effective than the carbon 
points. 


The great value of water communi- 
catien between the Obi and Yenesei 
rivers has led the Russian government 
to consider the matter of a canal to 
connect them. Itis found that the 
project can be carried out at moderate 
expense, the engineering difficulties 
being slight and the distance not 
long. 


An Italian professor claims that the 
perfumes of plants and flowers have a 
healthful influence upon tlie atmos- 
phere by creating ezene, and thus 
adding to its oxidizing effect. His 
experiments showed that no ezone is 
produced by inederous plants. 


The residue from the manufacture 
of magenta, which is much used in 
cvloring wines, has been undergoing 
examination by a French chemist. In 
a number of experiments made upon 
animals this color always produced 
fatal results. 


The Revue Monde states that “green 
oysters’ are sometimes fraudulently 
prepared by steeping the oysters in a 
solution of some salt of copper.

Cattle Men Anticipating 4a

Limited Supply of Grass 
sequence. 


Very little snow has fallen in the 
valley this winter, and, unless there 
should be considerable rainfall, stock 
men are appreliensive that the range 
may be insufficient to fatten cattle. 
Should the rainfall be limited, as is 


feared, stock owners in this vicinity | 


will feel the want severely, as it is 
likely to cripple the cattle trade for a 
while. Fortunately the snowfall on 
the Sierras is amply sufficient to fur- 
nish all the water aeeded for irrigation 


purposes in the valley duriag the com- 


ing season. The hills and highlands, 
though, are parched for the lack of the 
aqueous element, and look dry and 
scant of herbage. * They are perfectly 
bare now and have been so most of 
the time since winter set in. The 
lack of moisture causes vegetation to 
be very backward abeut springing up, 
and if ne great amount of rain falls, 
the grass, ef necessity, is bound to be 
short. The want of rain will net be 
felt so badly by the sheep men as by 
the cattle owuers, as the summer range 
of sheep is higher upinthe moun- 
tains.

It is alse probable 
that if any unqualifisd person should 
kill another by malpractice, that per- 
son would be liable for murder or 
manslaughter.

in Rene, the fever has raged with the 
greatest violence dewn about Truckee 
meadows; but fears are entertained 
that the disease may become general 
through the tewn. These who are 
taken down with it seon become very 
repulsive, ewing te the offensive na- 
ture of the eruptions. The smell of 
the sick-room is. fairly sickening. 
Those who have caught the disease 
generally break out in pustules, er 
running sores, all ever their bodies, 
though they seem werse around the 
head and neck than anywhere else. 
The patients are also afflicted with a 
burning thirst, which has to be fre- 
quently allayed with acids and ice. 
This necessitates very attentive and 
careful nursing. Intelligent and care- 
ful nursing, plenty of fresh air, clean 
linew, and geod medical attendance 
are about all that can be done for 


patients. The disease is a_ general 
purging of the system ef impuri- 


ties, and cannet be cured until the 
impurities upon which it is fed are 
burned out.

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The Silver Market. 
8. F. Balletin Mar. D. 


The regular weekly awards for fine 

silver for the government were made 
at Washington yesterday. There 
vere no bids frem the Anglo-Cali- 
fornia bank or the bank of California. 
The officers of the last named bank 
think they can do better by shipping 
direct to Hamburg, as they get the 
benefit ef the exchange, and thus have 
funds to draw against; The Nevada 
bank had a bid at Washingten yester- 
day, but it was rejected. The declin- 
ation was the result of a sharp decline 
in the London market yesterday, the 
bank's effer to sell being based on the 
quotation forthe previous day. Again 
we would call the attention of the 
Washington authorities to the advisa- 
bility of changing the award day to 
some ether day ef the week, fer the 
reason that Wednesday is the time 
when Council bills are awarded in 
Londen, which eften results in a rad- 
ical change in that market, to the 
detriment of proposals from San Fran- 
cisce, as the Lendon quotation for 
Wednesday comes threuyh at too late 
an heur to be available. But for the 
drop in the London market yesterday, 
it is probable that all the offers from 
San Francisco would have been ac- 
cepted, The press quetation for fine 
silver in London yesterday was 49d, a 
decline ef one-eighth from the previ- 
ousday. The Angle-California bank 
had a cable of 484d. This is within 
24d ef the lowest figure at which fine 
silver has been sold in at least fifty 
years. It was July, 1876, that the 
price drepped to 464d. Sub- 
sequently it rose to 66d. When 
it was about 51@52d, certain capital- 
lists ef Europe, anticipating that there 
was money in it, bought largely and 
stored the bullien in the bank of 
France, receiving heavy advances on 
the same at 1 per cent. per aunum. 
Tlie speculation did not turn out al- 
together as they expected it would, 
and as a result they ere been with- 
drawing their bullion and selling it 
for what they could get. Late mail 
dates show that at least 15,000,000 
francs, equal to $3,000,000 in fine 
silver has been thus withdrawn fer 
sale, entailing heavy losses upon the 
speculators. The course ef the silver 
market has been a puzzle to American 
as well as European 
No one expected that sych a long pe- 
riod of depression would prevail. The 
advocates of the standard dellar, a lit- 
tle over a year ago, were quite sure 
that the depression in silver was due, 
among other causes, te the demoneti- 
zation of the 41244 grain dollar by 
congress in February, 1873. Restore 
that coin, said they, and silver will 
take its eld place alongside with gold. 
Cengress listened to the arguinents, 
and authorized the restoration. The 
law went into effect on the 28th of 
February, 1878, and the new parent 
mint started its process on the new 
coin about the middle of March. The 
presses ef the Pacific coast mints be- 
gan to revolve ov the same errand on 
the 17th of April. The eut-turn for 
the year has been as fellows:

When the law went into effect, the 
price ef fine silver in London was 55d. 
The standard dellar has not made all 
things lively. It has simply furnished 
a market for about 20,000,000 ounces 
fine silver at better prices than would 
have probably ruled if no such ab- 
sorption ef bar silver had taken place. 
In that respect the standard dollar has 
been a success; and American pro- 
ducers have reaped some temporary 
benefit from the operation of the law. 
But there have been ne other gains. 
The people have not taken kindly te 
the new cein. Costly vaults have 
been censtructed at New York, 
Boston, Philadelphia, San Fran- 
cisco 8=—. and Carson fer the 
storage of standard dollars, 
and a considerable portien of the new 
yault room is already apprepriated in 
that way. A few small orders are be- 
ing filled for distant points. Yester- 
day $31,000 went out, making $208,- 
000 this month. But the demand 
must neccessarily be of a limited char- 
acter, as wherever spevie is used at all 
gold will be preferred in sums of $5 
and upwards. 

A repeal of the silver law is being 
agitated in many quarters. Even 
those most ardent in advecating the 
remonetization of silver in the spring 
ef 1878 are disappointed in the results. 
Dollars are just as hard to get as they 
were then. We must give 100 cents" 
of geld valuation in labor, supplies or 
money in exchange fora 412% grain 
dollar, and after it is proeured we can 
buy ne more with it, nor pay off a 
greater indebtedness, than we can 
with a gold dollar or a greenback. 
There is where the shoe pinches. 
People with heavy obligations staring 
them in the face, contracted in flush 
times, want cheap dollars. 
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Wm. H. Helman, secretary of the 
Wells-Fargo mining company, was ar- 
rested on the 20th, on complaint of O. 
H. Bogart, charged with coliecting 
$400 fees for transfer of mining stock, 
and not accounting for the same.

The Italian Colony.

The 
necessity ef exertion, the in- 
vigorating influence ef a cooler climate 
appear to be necessary te bring eut 
the vim of manhood, mental and 
physical. But Italian native vigor, 
industry, and ambition, may ever- 
come all this;and if so, Italy will 
have a colony large eneugh for all her 
emigrating people. May this new 
Pilgrim venture prove as successful 
as did that which landed at Plymouth.
